NEW PRODUCT ANNOUNCEMENT 


Riflemen who have long favored the 
fine little 600 Remington in it’s three 
variations will rejoice over the fine all 
STEEL and blued trigger guard and 
floorplate assembly produced by 
Custom Products of Meadville, Penna. 

Initially introduced as the Remington 
Model 600 complete with plastic ventil- 
ated rib this lightweight and accurate ri- 
fle was refined by Remington and re- 
issued as the Model 660 sans the plastic 
vent rib but unfortunately still in full 
possession of it’s plastic floorplate and 
trigger guard, an appendage which 
many felt prevented this rifle from 
becoming one of the most popular hunt- 
ing guns ever made available by 
Remington. The third and final issue to 
date is called the Mohawk 600 and is 
offered as a promotional sales item by 
the factory; still resplendent with origi- 
nal plastic trigger guard and floorplate. 

Many gunsmiths having belabored the 
fact, Neil Jones, shooter and toolmaker 
of long years standing went into the tool- 
ing for a replacement unit to be made of 
steel. Blued to approximate the general 
finishes achieved by Remington 
throughout the three models, this unit is 
smooth and functional as well as plea- 
sant to the eye. At the rear the metal has 
been contoured to fit the curve of the 
pistol grip thus filling the overly deep cut 
machined in the factory stocks. No 
alteration of the magazine need be done 
though the Custom Products Floorplate 
fits much flatter to the undersurface of 
the rifle than did the original plastic one. 
A new front guard screw is supplied with 
the floorplate and trigger guard unit 
which retails at $24.95. Jones suggests 
that on some guns a slight amount of 
wood scraping may be necessary to let 
his unit drop into place but a good wood 
to metal fit is assured with a very minimal 
amount of scraping. Orders may be 
placed with the manufacturer or with 
their southwestern distributor, DIETZ 
GUN SHOP of P.O. Box 787, New Braun- 
fels, Tx.

A slip-in arrangement for the dies 
allows quick changes yet the precision 
is there and any 7/8-14 die can be used 
providing the lock ring is thick enough. 
Most are and Bonanza sells rings to fit at 
a price which is right. 

The impressive part is the shellholder 
system. Made up to be nearly ‘“‘univer- 
sal” the spring-loaded holders can be 
adjusted for a wide range of sizes. For 
example | can do 222 Remington and 
300 Winchester with the same end and 
need only change for thick rims or 
unusually little ones. Try to beat that 
with conventional tools. 

One of the advertised points of this 
tool is that there is no accumulation of 
primer dirt under the shellholder. After 
better than a year of use | took my 
shellholder out to check. There was a bit 
of oily substance but there was no crud 
of any sort. Operation of the press was 
as smooth as when it was made, if not 
smoother. 

Another handy gadget is the primer 
catcher bottle. No more primers on the 
floor. Tell that to the little wife and she 
just might buy you one for Christmas.

The cover picture for this month is 
presented from two points of view. De- 
scribed as the Shilen DGA Sporter the ri- 
fle in this picture is the result of a 
benchrest product being adapted for the 
hunter rather than the usual route by 
which a hunting product arrives at 
benchrest. 

As can readily be seen it is a pretty ri- 
fle. Making it into an attractive picture 
required only a background and some 
time. We share this unique exposure 
with you. 

For point two we think that this rifle is 
worthy of a position in the cabinet of the 
seeker of really fine rifles. Designed 
around the flat bottomed action it is 
available in Sporter or Varminter con- 
figuration in a wide range of calibers. My 
sample was a 222 Remington. 

Ed Shilen informs me that the same 
care is taken in the manufacture of these 
rifles as is given to the benchrest and 
target rifles. His standard techniques are 
applied with the only differences being 
in the use of Chrome Molly steel, the 
magazine slot and in lighter stocks. The 
rest is Shilen quality, and that is quite 
good. 

My little rifle exhibited a desire to 
shoot well with factory ammunition and 
it appeared to respond well to reloading. 
Not having adequate opportunity to 
work with it prior to cold weather | must 
save the tinkering for spring, if that ever 
arrives.

Benchrest Down Under — 
The Australian Scene 


Australian benchresters have six dis- 
tinct classes in which to display their 
skills; one class for score and the other 
five devoted to group. 

Basically the classes, with the relative 
specifications as defined by the Rule 
Book, are as follows: 

1. Experimental Banchrest Rifle: Any ri- 
fle having a barrel not less than 18” 
measured from bolt face to muzzle. It 
must have a safely operated firing 
mechanism. Scope power is unre- 
stricted and it may be fired from either 
restricted or unrestricted rests. 

2. Heavy Varmit Rifle: Any rifle again 
with 18’ minimum barrel, safe

manually and mechanically operated 
firing mechanism that does not in- 
clude use of electricity, pressure 
fluid, gas or remote control. Stock 
width not to exceed 3” at any point 
and scope power is unrestricted. 
Total weight of rifle including scope 
not to exceed 13 Ibs. 10 ozs. (6.2 
kilograms) and it must be fired from 
restricted (sand bag) rests only. 

3. Light Varmit Rifle: Same specifica- 
tions and Heavy Varmint except for 

, weight and in this class total weight 
not to exceed 10 Ibs. 9 ozs. (4.8 
kilograms) and again fired from 
restricted rests only. 

4. Sporting Class Rifle: Total weight of 
rifle not to exceed 8 Ibs. 13 ozs. (4 
kilograms) and the telescopic sight 
restricted to 12 magnifications (varia- 
ble sights must be taped on 12 or 
less); again the same overall 
specifications as Heavy Varmint and 
fired from restricted rests. 

5. Hunter Rifle: Any rifle with total 
weight less than 10 Ibs. (4.5 kilo- 
grams) including scope and the sight 
magnifications not to exceed 6 (varia- 
bles set on 6 or less and taped). The 
Hunter rifle must have a magazine 
that will hold two or more loaded 
rounds of ammunition that will feed, 
chamber and fire but otherwise meet- 
ing Heavy Varmint rifle specifications 
and again fired from restricted rests 
only. 

6. Rimfire Benchrest Rifle: Any rimfire 
rifle chambered for the .22 calibre 
long rifle rimfire cartridge only, that 
does not exceed total weight of 7 Ibs. 
12 ozs. (3.5 kilograms) including sight 
and sight magnifications restricted to 
6 (variables taped) and has a stock 
width not exceeding 2.25” at any 
point, fired from restricted rests but 
otherwise meeting Heavy Varmint ri- 
fle specifications. 

All classes of rifle must have a safe 

trigger system that is released by a 


finger of either hand and have an adequ- 
ate trigger guard. 

Course of fire for Heavy, Light and 
Sporting is 5 x 5 at 100 and the same at 
200 and Experimental 5 x 10 at each 
range all for group with optional Warm 
up target provided at each range, and at 
National and State Titles the Grand Ag- 
gregate is traditionally decided on these 
four classes. Hunter is shot at both 100 
and 200 with two targets at each range 
of five shots each for score and again 
optional Warm Up target for each range. 
Rimfire comprises ten targets 5 x 5 at 
both 50 meters and 100 with optional 
warm ups. 

The weight limits for both Light and 
Heavy vary by one ounce to I|.B.S. Rules 
but this was done because Australia has 
become a metric country (although not a 
popular move according to the general 
buying public) and the extra ounce left 
us spot on a metric equivalent. Another 
variance with |.B.S. is the barrel domen- 
sion rules which are not present in ours 
and the non-existence of calibre restric- 
tions as existing in your Sporter Class. 
With regard to the barrel dimensions our 
course of action was pursued for two 
reasons. The first being that if a shooter 
wishes a 1.25 or 1.5 diameter barrel he 
has to forgo some other component 
such as stock, barrel length or sleeving 
to allow the total rifle to meet the weight 
specifications. The second reason was 
the only policing required prior to or dur- 
ing a match was at the weighing scales 
and we believe this leads to a smooth 
kick off to events. 

Calibre restrictions are foreign to 
Australia as there are no laws by which 
you must abide when hunting game. 
Common sense usually prevails when 
hunting our largest game e.g. deer, feral 
pigs and red kangaroo (under license 
only) but there is no legal reason why a 
.22 couldn’t be the weapon. Conse- 
quently, there was no need to apply 
calibre restrictions to our Benchrest

e John Zink, industrialist from Tulsa, 
Okla., offered $250 cash awards to 
anyone who, in 1952, broke any of the 
then existing world records while fir- 
ing on the Tulsa or Wichita, Kansas 
bench rest ranges.

e Al Marcianti, top-notch shooter from 
Trenton, N.J., summarized technical 
advances made since bench rest was 
organized as a shooting sport. He 
specifically noted major improve- 
ments in the rigidity of the benches! 
Stock materials, wood, optics and 
bullets were coming along a bit bet- 
ter, but he moaned about the inade- 
quacy of scope mounts, barrels, old 


classes. As it is a generally accepted 
fact that most people favor scope power 
from 4-12 for hunting such magnifica- 
tions were implemented for Sporter, 
Hunter and Rimfire. 

The Rule Book was instigated by the 
late Harry Madden in consultation with 
Chas Brown, Herb Valerius, Bill Marden 
Jr., Nev Madden and Ron Marsden. 
Since 1972 many amendments have 
been made to the original format.

He is waiting my decision on gluing 
only the action into the stock. | don’t 
know what to tell him. | would appreciate 
your comments on the technique.

My own rifles are all now barrel glued. 
As you know everyone believes this type 
requires a long scope in order to get the 
best results. If you want to use a short 
scope the glued action would probably 
be the best. 

My recommendations would be to 
glue ahead of the trigger mechanism 
only. Also, if you ever expect to do any- 
thing to your trigger, the stock should 
have small holes over the trigger 
mechanism pins on both sides so that 
the trigger can be removed. This 
necessitates a bolt stop mounted exter- 
nally through an enlarged sight mount 
hole on the left side.

The 700, 40X, 600, and XP100 all have 
an external diameter of 1.3600’. The 
largest internal diameter is the 1.0625 x 
16 thread for the barrel. 

The 40X single shot is probably the 
best commercial action to start with, as it 
has the greatest stiffness and good 
length for sleeving. The next best would 
be the XP100 as it is also a solid stiff ac- 
tion. There is no choice between 700 and 
600 except the shorter 700 action is pro- 
bably better than the long 700. Don’t 
forget the 722, it is good also. | do not 
recommend the 788 for benchrest 
because of its locking system and its 
trigger. The extra elasticity in the long 
lock up, with locking lugs back of the 
loading port, can do nothing for rigidity 
and accuracy. The same objection ap- 
plies to any action with a rear lock up.

.013 per side. | have turned them to .011 
for proper functioning in my die. This 
has worked quite well. 

| would like to try ‘‘fitted necks” on a 
few cases and would like to know what 
clearance the neck on the loaded round 
should have so that | can use the cases 
without sizing. | plan to turn 1/8” of the 
neck for an easy fit after firing so that the 
bullet would be held by about 1/16” at 
the pressure ring. | have a fair supply 
of Norma 203 so | will probably seat the 
bullets to touch and feel this arrange- 
ment would straighten any loads which 
are out of line. 

| use Rorschach 70 gr. flatbase 


bullets. What difference might | expect 
from Detsch 70 gr. Hollow Point Boat- 
tails? The bearing surface is very close 
to the other as near as | can tell.

Glad to know Federal is now making 
cases which can be used for the 6 x 47. 
Apparently neither Remington nor 
Winchester are interested in supplying 
these cases for benchrest shooters. 

The fitted necks that | have tried on 
the .222 and the .222 1/2 had only about 
.0005” clearance on the diameter, but | 
think that you can use up to .001”. Main- 
taining this clearance is difficult 
especially with shoulder angles of less 
than 30 degrees, as any brass flow into 
the neck is too much. It is probably bet- 
ter to arrange the neck with a shoulder 
against which the base of the bullet can 
sit. This can be done by either reaming 
or turning. It looks as though you might 
not have enough brass in the neck to do 
this. It will be a matter for trial. Let us 
know how you make out. 

The .220 Russian could make a good 
7MM benchrest cartridge if the presently 
available Match 7MM bullets are good 
enough. My own experience with the 
7MM indicates that the 30 Cal Match 
bullets are slightly more accurate. 
Metallic silhouette rifles are adequate at 
one minute of angle and really superior 
at 1/2 minute of angle so the difference 
in accuracy between the 30 and the 7MM 
Match bullets is academic. At benchrest 
it is a different story.

was used and a lab. grade thermometer 
was kept in the pot at all times and the 
heat betwen 830-850° was maintained at 
all times. 

Used a Lyman Core Mould casting 
plain ends of .407’’ diameter x .499” long 
for test specimens for uniformity as | 
have found a larger or smaller bullet will 
give a different reading even though 
they were poured from the same tin and 
lead mixture.

In order to maintain the 35,000 grains 
of pure lead in the pot at all times, all 
specimens after testing were thrown 
back into the pot before adding the tin 
and fluxing for the next hardness. 
Beeswax was used in fluxing. 

The 2 and 1 pound weights were left 
suspended on the lever for thirty (30) 
seconds before taking the reading. The

Minutes of Eighth Annual 


Winter 


The eighth annual Winter Meeting of 
|.B.S. was called to order by President 
Jack Deming on January 8, 1977, at the 
Quality Inn near Allentown, Pennsyl- 
vania, at 9:15 a.m. He noted that the 
necessary quorum of Executive Board 
members was present. 

Attending |.B.S. club directors were 
seated in a group to facilitate voting pro- 
cedures during their imminent Board 
meeting. Present were: Bob Linn 
(l.W.L.A. — York), Charlie Pardoe 
(Sulphyr Springs), Randy Fritz (Main- 
ville), Bob White (E.B.S.A.), Wally Hart 
(Council Cup), Clyde Hart (proxy for 
Camillus), Hugh Johnson (Johnstown), 
Lynn Congdon (South Creek), Jim Stekl 
(proxy for Ridge), and Wally Hart (proxy 
for C.T.B.S.). 

Following welcoming remarks and an- 
nouncements, a moment of silence was 
observed for members deceased. Past 
President Carl U. Lynn consented to 
serve as parliamentarian at Jack’s re- 
quest. 

The minutes of last year’s meeting 
were approved as published in P.S. In 
the Treasurer’s absence, his report was 
given by proxy Clarence Detsch; and 
since the books were not available for 
audit, a motion was made by Guy Green 
for the Executive Board to accept an au- 
ditors’ report when it’s available. Hugh 
Johnson seconded, and Al Angerman 
and Bob Woolens were appointed to 
serve as an audit committee. The motion 
was voted on and carried unanimously. 

Next were reports from standing com- 
mittees. Benchrest committee chairman 
Carl Lynn reported this group’s feeling 
re agenda Item No. 9. Guy Green re- 
ported that Hunter competition is 
progressing well and has increased at 
least 10%, mostly due to the new, more 
lenient rules. 

New standing committees were 
elected. Ritchie Moorhead moved to re- 
tain the incumbent Varmint committee: 
Bob White, Ned Hosey, and P.J. Hart. 
John Trela moved that nominations be 
closed, Charlie Pardoe seconded, and 
the motion was carried unanimously. To 
serve on the Benchrest committee, Bob 
Woollens nominated Al Angerman; Tony 
Hidalgo nominated John Trela; and Bob 
White nominated Jim Stekl. It was 
moved to close nominations, and all 
three were elected unanimously. It was 
noted that the Hunter committee would 
appoint an ad hoc committee to assist in 
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Meeting 


their work. The motion was made to re- 
tain the existing committee’s services, 
seconded, moved to close nominations, 
seconded, voted on and carried 
unanimously. 

The Recording Secretary reported on 
membership figures and receipts of 
other income items — membership 
figure as of December 31, 1976, was 
1,107. Election results were also re- 
ported as follows: Wally Hart is the new 
President; Jim Stekl, Vice President and 
Match Schedule Chairman; and Bob 
White, 2nd Vice President. 

Clyde Hart reported that the official 
measuring committee (he, Jim Stekl, and 
Paul Kempfer) will serve to the end of 
1977. Jim Stekl reported for the Awards 
committee that all championship tro- 
phies are now sponsored through 1979 
and that the 1,000-yard trophy has been 
converted to a 200 & 300-yard trophy 
(sponsored by South Creek in memory of 
Bob Hart). At this point, there was dis- 
cussion on Hunter classification and the 
possibility of resurrecting the Marksman 
class trophy. Bob White moved to table 
further action on this matter pending 
completion of relevant agenda items and 
possibly more feedback. Carl Lynn sec- 
onded the motion, and the vote was 
unanimously in favor. Jim then further 
reported that the ’75 postal awards have 
been sent out, and the awards for ’76 
should be out in about a month. 

P.J. Hart reported on the Precision 
Rifleman award, noting that he has 
received about half of the missing re- 
ports as published in P.S. He said that 
about 180 competitors have points 
toward the awards at this time and that 
four to six are eligible for one or more 
awards. Regarding possible assistance 
in the committee’s work, Bob White sug- 
gested that |.B.S. furnish a form to clubs 
holding registered matches outlining the 
necessary pertinent information. It was 
decided that this could be handled by 
the Vice President & Match Schedule 
Chairman through an up-date of the 
match contract. 

Fred Sinclair will continue to serve as 
postal committee chairman for one more 
year. The liaison committee, which con- 
sists of the Executive Board, will con- 
tinue to function. Jack reported a bal- 
ance of approximately $1,500.00 in the 
Public Relations account to be used for 
liaison purposes. 

There was no report from the ‘“‘cool- 


ing-off period’? committee, but it was 
noted that the new rule book had served 
a trial period. Clyde Hart, Paul Kempfer, - 
and Jack Deming were appointed to 
serve as the new committee. 

Powder puff activity was mentioned 
briefly by Jack, and the existing commit- 
tee will continue to serve. 

New business from the floor was 
called for; but since there was none, the 
meeting was recessed for a coffee 
break. 


The meeting of the Board of Directors 
was convened at 11:10 by Vice President 
& Match Schedule Chairman Lew Knox. 
He noted that agenda Item No. 13 would 
be treated as two separate items. 

1. Accept or reject rulebook as rewrit- 
ten. It has been used for a trial 
period of one year. 

Hugh Johnson moved to accept 
the rule book as rewritten, Walt 
Pereira seconded, and the motion 
was carried with one opposing vote 
cast. 

2. Establish rule to forbid selling 
alcoholic beverages on club pre- 
mises until after the days shooting is 
completed and include such rule on 
the match contract. 

Jack moved to add to the match 
contract that no club will dispense 
alcoholic beverages at a location 
easily accessible to the loading area 
or the firing line until the day’s 
shooting is completed. Bob Linn 
seconded the motion, and the vote 
was in favor. 

3. Authorize the match schedule chair- 
man to schedule matches for 1977 
and the first 1/3 of 1978. 

Wally so moved (to authorize the 
match schedule chairman to sched- 
ule matches for 1977 and the first 
third of 1978), seconded by Charlie 
Pardoe, and carried. Bob White was 
appointed to note match dates on 
the blackboard. (Skip Gordon men- 
tioned that the Super Shoot was 
already scheduled for May 27th 
through 30th, as a point of informa- 
tion.)

200 & 300-yd. BR, H.V., & L.V. — 
Stittsville — August 27-28, ’77

The vote was in favor of the match 
schedule. Doc recessed the meeting un- 


til 1:30 for lunch and also to enable the 
clubs to fill in other tentative match 
dates. 


The meeting was reconvened at 1:45. 
4. (Refer to Item No. 7 1976 minutes). 
Minimum flag size is to be spelled 
out as an agenda item. Cloth strips 
measuring 1-1/2" x 24" minimum are 
considered adequate. Ex. Board opi- 
nion is that if certain competitors 
feel the present flag situation is not 
satisfactory they should consider 
bringing their own flags. This ap- 
pears to be a very popular practice 
in N.B.R.S.A. 

Hugh moved to accept the sug- 
gested minimum size for range-sup- 
plied flags, but to omit the word 
“cloth” from the description. It was 


also noted that shooters may bring 
their own flags to be placed on the 
range according to existing rules. 
Following general discussion, Hugh 
withdrew his motion. Carl then 
moved that official flags shall be of a 
minimum size of 1 1/2” x 24”; but 
that personal flags of any size, 
placed below the line of flight, by the 
competitor, will be permitted, but 
shall not be moved after the warm- 
up match, except by range person- 
nel. Bob White seconded, and the 
vote was unanimously in favor. Carl 
also moved that the first sentence of 
Section 3 Q be stricken from the rule 
book, seconded, and carried 
unanimously.

Instruct the current President and 
Officers of 1.B.S. to make contact 
with N.B.R.S.A. leadership and at- 
tempt to establish an agreement for 
one, and only one set of group and 
Agg. records. 

Carl moved to adopt this liaison 
activity and the current officers be 
so instructed. Walt Pereira sec- 
onded the motion, and it was passed 
with one opposing vote cast. 
Combine Benchrest and Experimen- 
tal classes and drop Experimental 
from the rulebook. Call both rifles 
“Bench Rest Rifle.’’ Establish 
records by adopting the better of the 
two as they now stand.

My M70 varmint rifle, which is a 220 
Swift, is in need of a new barrel. 

| want to stay with the 220 Swift case 
but would like to have a tight neck 
chamber like the benchrest shooters 
use. 

Can you tell me who could do this 
chambering for me? 


Quite frankly, | hope that no one will 
do it for you. | can’t think of any caliber 
that is less suited for the tight neck 
chambering. The people who use the 
tight necks are most generally working 
with chamber to case neck clearances of 
about .0002. The way that brass ‘‘flows”’ 
on the Swift you could encounter zero 
clearance after one firing. After the next 
firing you might be ready for your wings 
and harp. 

Please don’t try it!

I’ve been reading a lot about “‘glue-in’’ 
type receiver bedding. Is it really better 
than conventional bolt-in bedding? 


| honestly feel that the conventional 
bedding method is the best way to as- 
semble a rifle. However, it must be pro- 
perly maintained and the shooter must 
not get over zealous on the screws. The 
“glue-in’”’ type bedding does have its ad- 
vantages. It is easier to get a near per- 
fect fit, the shooter doesn’t have to worry 
whether a shot out of the group was 
caused by bedding problems and it can 
prove to be a weight savings on the 
lighter class benchrest rifles. 

The ‘‘glue-in’”’ type bedding is a good 
choice for those shooters who aren’t 
“mechanics” and don’t want to get into 
the do’s and don’ts of bedding mainte- 


nance.

You can easily answer your own ques- 
tion by taking 10 or 12 discarded cases 
that have been fired; cut them open and 
take a look. 

It is a worthwhile project that you will 
enjoy and I'll bet you that you can’t stop 
at 10 or 12. It can be a very informative 
project. 

Deburring the flash hole will produce 
benefits. It will not only remove the 
burrs, caused in manufacturing, but will 
champfer the hole with a slight lead that 


will help guide your reloading die pin.

With the sport being worldwide 
shooter is competing for not only a state 
or national championship but, in reality, 
it is truly an International Championship.
